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FOREWORD 


The lot and life of the writer and compiler of this book 
have been cast amid busiest and most pressing pastoral de- 
.mands. Forty years of need and of experience lie enshrined 
within its covers. Would that some one had presented me 
with such a volume when I was a young minister, or at any 
time along the way! JI needed it; would have prized it; would 
have used it—as a source of inspiration, of pastoral methods, 
and as a ready reference manual for innumerable occasions. 

This is the first to be issued of the three proposed works 
to fill this long-felt want. The books are to be purely pas- 
toral, intended for ministers only. It is believed they will 
prove to be unique, supplying a demand no one has yet at- 
tempted to meet. And they will be comprehensive, aiming to 
be cyclopedic in material of this nature. One would need 
go to the table of contents of each volume to find the full 
inclusion. 

Without going into minutie, but referring only in barest 
outline—in this volume will be found aids to the worthy con- 
duct of public devotions, including all special days and occa- 
sions, with salutations, invocations, pastoral prayers, offer- 
tory sentences and prayers, intercessions for special persons 
and objects; here too are numerous ceremonies for weddings, 
funerals, communion services, baptisms, confirmations, ordi- 
nations, for the adoption of children, and for the sending out 
of missionaries; also services for the installation of Elders, 
Deacons, Deaconesses and of Bible School officers and teach- 
ers. In addition, and possibly even more valuable because 
harder to find, are many choice and fitting forms for corner- 
stone layings, dedication of churches, re-openings, setting 
apart of parish houses, educational buildings, hospitals, pri- 
vate homes, manses, towers and church spires, organs, win- 
dows, bells, chimes, choir stalls, paintings, pulpits, fonts, com- 
munion ‘ables and communion sets, pulpit lamps and Bibles, 
church decorations, flags, monuments, memorial tablets, an 
illuminated cross, hymn books, for mortgage burnings, etc. 

This volume is to be followed by a Cyclopedia of Funeral 
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Sermons and Sketches, with Ministrant’s Manual. It contains © 
also forms of service, suggestive texts and themes, salutations, 
prayers, Scripture readings, committals, quotable poetry and 
a large section devoted to a comprehensive collection of best 
illustrations for use in connection with funeral services. What 
minister could fail to value such aid in carrying out these well 
recognized as among his most exacting duties? 

A Cyclopedia of Sermon Outlines and Sketches for All 
Special Days and Occasions will complete the trilogy. It 
will contain a comprehensive assortment of suggestive mate- 
rial for the outstanding days and seasons of the entire church 
year, also for fraternities, etc—a sermon suggestor and in- 
spirer, offering welcome help amid pressing days and duties. 
One of its most valuable features is a selection of more than 
fifteen hundred suggestive texts and themes especially appro- 
priate to the various days and seasons and exceptional occa- 
sions. 

These books are intended for use by ministers of all bodies. 
They are non-denominational, or, to be more exact, inter- 
denominational.

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Part I: AIDS TO:THE WORTHY 
CONDUCT OF PUBLIC DEVOTIONS 


(Some attention has been paid to the seasons and even the 
months in placing the following material. But no strict 
analysis could be made. ‘The very nature of the writings 
suggests their use as a manual of devotion, a quickener of 
thought and a source of methods in connection with the con- 
duct of public devotions. There are prayers and suggestions 
here for all the varying seasons and special occasions of the 
year. There are also some private prayers that we think 
cannot but prove helpful to the minister’s own spiritual life.) 


TEACH US TO PRAY 


The prayer, “‘Lord, teach us to pray,” may well be the 
earnest cry of every minister whose responsibility is to lead 
his people in the devotions of the sanctuary. If close atten- 
tion ought to be given to the public reading of the Holy Scrip- 
tures and to the preparation and delivery of the sermon, what 
about the prayer that is offered, not to the people, but to 
‘Almighty God, not in the minister’s own ‘behalf only, but for 
the congregation? ‘This one thing should characterize pulpit 
prayer, the realization of God’s presence by the minister; and 
that realization should by his devoutness of spirit and direct- 
ness of petition, be impressed«upon the people. All should. 
feel that the living Father, who hears and answers ,prayers, 
is not far off, but in their very midst. 

A fellow-student who had been preaching for the summer 
months said to me, “It is not so-hard to preach as to pray. 
To make that long prayer one feels most of the time as if he 
were speaking into the air.” Older preachers than seminary 
students have had the same experience. Indeed, in most of 
our churches there seems to be much praying into empty space. 
If not into vacancy at least at the people, their presence 
being felt far more than the Almighty’s. We have read about 
a prayer, the most eloquent ever addressed to a Boston audi- 
ence. When Dr. Joseph Parker preached in Toronto, one 
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of the city papers said the next morning that “the London 
preacher pronounced to his vast audience one of his great 
prayers.” Such is the idea many have of pulpit prayer, and 
such is the experience of many while praying—it is all to the 
people. But where the power and the glory of the divine 
presence are not realized there can be no burning words of 
soul-stirring praise, confession, and holy desire actually and 
consciously poured into the ear and heart of our Heavenly

A pastor writes: “I believe that the average preacher 
greatly needs to study devotional material; to get him out 
of his own stereotyped ruts, to enlarge and ennoble his con- 
ceptions, to purify his aspirations, and at the same time to 
chasten and elevate his prayer diction and vocabulary. And 
I regret to say that a very large proportion of the prayers 
actually uttered in the pulpits of our country, if taken down 
verbatim would prove to be pretty poor devotional reading, 
I am afraid. Moreover, not many men are gifted in prayer. 
We need more spiritual geniuses for that work! Many of 
the most ‘popular’ preachers know little of the secret of 
prayer.”

Thy comforts have been inex- 
pressibly lovely. Thy loving-kindness has not failed. For all 
these things we thank thee. Have we sinned? Thou hast 
forgiven us. Have we had strong temptation? The promise 
has been fulfilled that we should not be tempted beyond our 
power to bear. And now, our Father, because we so value 
these tokens of thy grace we dare to ask that they may be 
continued still. Take not thy favor from us. Still comfort 
us. Still console. Still help us in our struggle against sin. 
Let mercy follow us through all this rolling year. Breathe 
thy loving Spirit even again into our weary souls and aid us 
as we think how we may glorify thee. For Christ’s sake. 
Amen. 


SCRIPTURAL SALUTATIONS FOR OPENING 
OF SERVICE 


(With many ministers the first utterance in the service is 
a Scripture Salutation, or opening sentence. From Sunday 
to Sunday the pastor should seek variety in these expressions. 
The appropriateness of the following is manifest.)

10. “Great is the Lord and greatly to be praised in the 
city of our God, in the mountain of his holiness. Beautiful 
for situation, the joy of the whole earth is Mount Zion.” 
“Praise ye the Lord.” 

11. ‘I was glad when they said unto me, Let us go into 


the house of the Lord. Our feet shall stand within thy 


gates, O Jerusalem.” 

“Blessed are they that dwell in thy house, they will be 
still praising thee.” 

12. “Behold, O God our shield, and look upon the face 
of thine anointed. For a day in thy courts is better than a 
thousand. 

“I had rather be a doorkeeper in the house of my God 
than to dwell in the tents of wickedness.

3. Help us to remember that now as of old the Son of 
Man looks upon a sorrowing and dying world with pity un- 
utterable, and that he asks us to give the Bread of Life. 
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Receive the offerings we bring thee and use them for the 
salvation of men.

4. O Lord our Lord, who art King of all the earth; ac- 
cept, of thine infinite goodness, the offerings of thy people, 
which, in obedience to thy commandment, in honor of thy 
name, and with a free will and joyful heart, we yield and 
dedicate to thee: and grant unto us thy blessing, that the 
same being devoted to thy service, may be used for thy 
glory, and for the welfare of thy Church and people; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

5. Help us to remember that the first act of worship 
offered to the new-born Christ was that of giving. When 
they had opened their treasures they presented unto him 
gifts, gold and frankincense and myrrh. Receive and bless 
our offerings, bless us as we bring them, and use them for the 
extension of thy kingdom in the world. Through Christ, our 
Lord. Amen.—H. 

6. Gracious God, we thank thee for thy bounteous provi- 
sion for our needs. We adore and praise thee for thy Son 
Jesus, who, though rich, became poor that we through his 
poverty might inherit eternal riches. In his name we dedi- 
cate these offerings to thee. Amen.

preaching Christ to the end. We glory in the gifts and 
graces, so wonderful, so world wide, of heathen converts to 
our Lord. We long to know one by one that roll of names 
strange to our English minds, written in the life book of the 
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Lamb, gathered out of every nation and kindred and people 
and tongue in these recent years, of heathen, humble, poor, 
uncultured, often uncivilized, whose shining records of love, 
loyalty and service must win thy tenderest love, our holy Lord. 

O holy Lord, look in pity upon us, deen of light and 
leading and opportunity, who love and serve thee so falter- 
ingly, so selfishly, so half-heartedly, yet too often so self- 
applaudingly, and make us more like them! 


PRAYER FOR MISSIONS 


We remember, our Saviour, that thou hast bidden us to pray 
for the coming of thy Father’s Kingdom, in which his right- 
eous will shall be done on earth as it is now done in heaven. 
We have treasured thy words, but we have forgotten their 
meaning, and thy great hope has grown dim in thy Church. 
We bless thee for the inspired souls of all ages who saw afar 
the shining city of God, and by faith left the profit of the 
present to follow their vision.

THE BIBLICAL TEMPLES 


Solomon’s temple was both costly and magnificent. It 
was repeatedly plundered and desecrated during the troubled 
centuries of its history, was repaired and purified, but was 
finally destroyed by Nebuchadnezzar, after standing about 
four hundred years. 

The second temple was built under the direction of Ze- 
rubbabel after the return from exile and was inferior to the 
first in every way except size. 

The temple of the New Testament, Herod’s temple, with 
its spacious courts, stairways and colonnades, was both large 
and magnificent. This was destroyed by the Romans in 70 
A.D. A Mohammedan mosque now stands upon the site. 

The Israelites had but one temple or shrine in their land. 
The Christian church reproduces, not the temple but the syna- 
gogue, a place for prayer, praise and instruction in the sacred 
Scriptures. 


THE SPIRITUAL TEMPLE 


Leader: The temple of God is builded not of stones but of 
Christian lives.

Address: 

A Church Spire is the most spiritual thing man has con- 
trived. It is, therefore, the most poetical; for things spiritual 
are the highest form of poetry. Greek temples had no spires. 
Spires came with Christ. ‘The irresistible poetry of Him ran 
along the veins of men like sunlight, far from the catacombs; 
unconsciously they flung their architecture into aspiration. A 
spireless church is an eyeless structure, having lost the .essen- 
tial spirit of what it is. Those churches which are built like 
a library building, or a court of justice, or an opera house 
have lost the beat of the heart of ecclesiastical architecture. 
Men should not be tolerated as church architects who do not 
have in their own hearts the secret of God and the distilla- 
tion through their plans of the mood of the Gospel. This 
is a cardinal sin of contemporaneous church architecture. It 
has been secularized. In the name of something new they 
have imposed upon the untutored in those fine spiritual atmos- 
pheres the grim spirit of utility that leads to the forgetting 
of God. 

Nothing in beautiful England is so engaging and captivat- 
ing as the sight of the church tower and spire before you 
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behold aught else in the approaching city. All else a city 
possesses shrivels in loveliness as compared with the severe 
and holy control a cathedral takes, as by divine right, of 
the city where it builds its walls against the sky. 

Consider these cathedrals of England, how they make their 
climb heavenward. . What thrills the heart of a traveler 
nearing Cantecbary : the proud uplift of its towers spring- 
ing, not only far above the city roofs, but far above its own 
roof, and the four corners of the towers capped with spires. 

. It is well to catch the heaven-breath of the church, 
little or large. Life clusters about its base and eternal life 
clusters about its spire. Those little churches of England, 
which nestle in the landscape like a babe on the breast, all 
connote worship and praise and help and rest, and the near- 
ness of God to man and the nearness and access of man to 
God. There is no other thought so high. . . . Lake Win- 
dermere is not so compelling to one’s memory as the little 
Wordsworth church, a wee bit housie where nature-poet 
Wordsworth bowed his head in prayer. Not a vast cathedral, 
with the shadow of its tower thrown on the haunting river, 
impresses me more nor gives more the sense of the great God. 
A least church with its tiny tower or spire has the mystery of 
human trust and longing, and God to be had for the asking. 

. | know a village tree-embowered. It has a rail- 
road station, a grocery store, a blacksmith shop, a post office, 
and a grange hall. I think a half dozen would make an 
abundant count of the houses. And a church is there, and 
across the street the manse. You may never see the church, as 
the train tarries in the station or passes pufingly through 
the town. But a spire tops the town. I look forward to 
seeing it as I gaze at a flight of doves white-breasted, white- 
winged, swift of flight against the fury of a gale. Such a 
modest spire among the trees, yet so haunting, so ministrant, 
so silent and yet singingly vocal in its evangel. “Here we 
pray, we mortal folk, trust in God, love him, and listen to 
and heed the preacher’s words, and repent us of our sins, and 
trust in God for our salvation, and make our slow, sure way 
to the Better Land,” so says the spire. . . . This little town 
of the White Spire I shall not forget while I live. To my 
own soul I have christened it “The Village of the Spire.” 
Stars, shed starlight softly, lest ye disturb its holy meditation 
on the things of God. 

. I watch the spires, that is the sum of it. I set them 
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down among my beatitudes. On some dreamy evening when 
my slow heart pulse ticks to the closing minutes of my life’s 
little day upon the ground I feel assured that I shall see with 
dimming eyes, a church spire climbing out of my evening dusk 
against the background of the dull night sky and pointing 
like a smile of God to that fair city where I shall have my 
certain welcome from Him whose name the church spire half 
whispered and half sung to me in the voice of love through 
all my yearning years and shall chime to me, a pilgrim wel- 
come home.—BisHop W. A. QuayLe, D.D.

DEDICATION OF A HOME (1) 
A SACRED SERVICE WORTHY OF BEING OBSERVED 


The other day one of the members of our church asked 
if I would dedicate the new home into which she had recently 
moved. She wanted to invite guests and serve dinner and 
make an affair out of it. I told her the idea was new to me; 
I had dedicated many church houses, but this was my first 
invitation to dedicate a home. 

So I asked her to let me see what the Bible had to say 
about it. I had not searched long until I came across Deuter- 
onomy 20:5: ‘‘And the officers shall speak unto the people 
saying, What man is there that hath built a new house, and 
hath not dedicated it? Let him go and return to his house, 
lest he die in battle, and another man dedicate it.’’ I then 
agreed to go and dedicate that new home. 

And in the meantime I did a lot of thinking about our 
homes, and here are some of the things that ran through my 
mind: 
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We read these days about the great shortage in houses. 
No town or city has houses to supply its increasing popula- 
tion. But that is nothing to compare with the shortage in 
homes, real homes. 

We take our visitors for a drive and we say, “That is the 
home of Colonel so-and-so.” 

Is that so? No! If we spoke more truly we would say, 
‘That is his house.” He sleeps there (part of the time) and 
usually eats breakfast there. But he lives in his office, lunches 
uptown, dines at the club and frolics at the theater. Yes, 
he has two or three houses, one for the winter and one for 
the summer, but no “Home, Sweet Home.” 

So it is with many of the places we pass, they are only 
houses, not homes. 


‘‘A house is built of bricks and stones, of sills and posts and 
piers, 
But a home is built of loving deeds that stand a thousand 
years. 
‘A house, though but a humble cot, within its walls may hold 
A home of priceless beauty, rich in love’s eternal gold.” 


What has become of the mottoes we were wont to see as 
we went from home to home, ‘‘God Bless Our Home.” 

That motto has been discarded because it does not fit any 
more. But to hang up one saying, ‘“God Bless Our Flat,” or, 
“Our Apartment,” or “Our Hotel,” or, “Our Room,” or “Our 
Tenement,” would not sound right. 

One of our foreign missionaries reports that in one village 
scores of heathen altars have tumbled down and the true God 
is now worshiped instead. I rejoiced when I read this state- 
ment, but wondered what the report of a heathen in this 
country would be on the question of our family altars? Have 
they not been falling down fast with idols being set up in their 
stead? 

We need to have dedications of the new homes being built, 
and some old homes may need rededication. 

Since relating the above story to my people I have had 
several invitations to dedicate new homes. It is a wonderful 
privilege and pleasure, and I wonder if many a pastor’s heart 
would not glow afresh if the people would set about dedicat- 
ing their homes? 
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WHY A HOME SHOULD BE DEDICATED 


To dedicate means to set apart to specific purposes, so I 
will give some of the purposes to which one’s home should 
be dedicated. 

1. To diligent religious instruction. Of course every nor- 
mal home is supposed to have children. Not to have them 
was a reproach among God’s people. (Gen. 15:2, 3; 1 Sam. 
1:6, 7.) Children are given in answer to prayer (1 Sam. 
t:10). They are the gift of God (Ps. 127:3). 

Therefore it is written, ‘““These words which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thy heart; and thou shalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children” (Deut. 6:7). 

Children are the little rulers of the world, capable of in- 
finite possibilities for either good or bad. And what they 
learn the first ten years will largely determine their character, 
career and destiny for time and eternity. 

They should be taught to memorize Scripture from the 
time they can talk. They should be taught the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin, the necessity for regeneration, and the 
blessedness of being God’s child by faith in Jesus Christ. 
They should be taught honesty and sobriety, morality and 
godliness, obedience and loyalty. 

2. To the highest social and civic ideals. The first four 
of the ten commandments having been dealt with and the 
family’s attitude toward God settled, the remaining six com- 
mands should then be taken up. 

The terrible tides of lawlessness now sweeping the earth 
are traceable directly to the breaking down of authority at 
its source, in the home. Children who are permitted to dis- 
respect their parents and disregard parental authority will 
have little regard in after life for the rights of their fellows, 
and will consider themselves above the laws of both man 
and God. 

3. To thoughtful religious conversation. ‘Thou shalt talk 
of them when thou sittest in thy house.” 

I would dislike to describe the average family circle con- 
versation. Hats and shoes, and dresses and automobiles, and 
the movies and on and on. What poverty of heart and brain 
is revealed in the ordinary conversation of the day! 

4. To religious hospitality. Oh, what a haven of rest was 
the home of the Shunammite to the prophet, and that of the 
Bethany sisters to Jesus, and that of Lydia to Paul. 
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5. To devout religious worship. The home without its 
family altar is denying itself life’s greatest treasure. 

If every home would become a church, every church would 
soon become a home. Jeremiah (10:25) pronounces a 
severe curse upon the prayerless home. 

The world is dependent upon America, America is de- 
pendent upon the church, and the church is dependent upon 
the home. If the home leaves out God and remains undedi- 
cated to high and holy purposes, the church and the nation 
and the world will collapse. 

How shall we escape if we neglect the home?

DEDICATION OF A HOME (2) 


(Pastors are sometimes asked to suggest or take part in 
such a service as is here described. It is well to be able to 
suggest a model or prepare such a service.) 


In a modest but very home-like new dwelling in ........ 
on Saturday aftcrnoon, April 21, 1923, it was the privilege 
of about five score chosen friends of Mr. and Mrs. ........ 
and their daughter and her husband, Mr. and Mrs. ........ 
to witness a simple but devout ceremony which might well 
serve as a model for the founding of any American home. 
It was the dedication to the spirit of Faith, Hope and Love, 
and to Good Citizenship, of a newly built house, which is to 
be the home of three generations of the family. Like the 
setting up of the Lares and Penates on the hearthstone of 
the family in the days of classic Rome to be the protecting 
spirits of the household, this ceremony centered around the 
hearth upon which the cheer-giving fire was lighted for the 
first time by the family and fed by wood added by the 
friends; but instead of idols of pagan gods, the spirit of 
the household was set up in an inscription above the fireplace, 
which, in recognition of the blessings of Almighty God, dedi- 
cated the home to Faith, Hope and Love. And as the Roman 
youth, on attaining his majority, paid his tribute to the Lares 
and Penates of his home, or as the Athenian youth, on attain- 
ing citizenship, took the oath to transmit his city better than 
he received it, so the dedication of the home and of the rising 
generation, which is to dwell in it, to Good Citizenship was 
clearly indicated in the address of the chief speaker.

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It was a beautiful spring day, itself full of faith and hope 
of renascent nature. The sun was shining unclouded; the 
warmth of summer was in the air; the trees were beginning 
to put forth their leaves; the forsythia and early shrubs were 
in bloom; and the nest-building birds were singing the songs 
of the new homes which they were building with happy antici- 
pation. 

Gradually the company concentrated in the large ae 
corner of which was brightened by blooming forsythia. From 
the center of the mantelpiece hung an inconspicuous piece of 
drapery, covering the dedication panel. 

About 4.30 p. m., all joined in singing ‘“‘Auld Lang Syne.” 

WERE Soy ete 3 then said a few words of greeting, extend- 
ing a cordial invitation to all their friends to come to their 
home often, assuring them that they would be very welcome. 

BNE OL arent then said: 

“The house was built without any mishap or unpleasantness 
in all the work. There were no disagreements and no work- 
man was discharged. We did not run up against any trouble, 
which, as a man of considerable business experience, I thought 
might occur. This seemed to me very unusual, and as I 
thought about it, I felt sure that it was due to the prayer 
which I always had in mind during all the work: ‘Direct us, 
O Lord, in all things with thy most gracious favors, and 
further us with thy continued help, that in all our works, 
begun and ended in thee, we may glorify thy holy Name.’ 
When you came in to-day, it was only a house; when you 
leave it, it is a home. Now we will dedicate it.’ 

Pere Mi aac ek withdrew the drapery, which covered 
a panel in the mantelpiece over the fireplace, and read this 
inscription carved in golden letters in the wood: 


“In Recognition of 
the Blessings of Almighty God 
This Home Is Dedicated 
To Faith, Hope and Love.’ ”’ 


‘‘And now we shall light the fire on this hearth and we ask 
you all to add a twig to it as evidence of your loving interest 
in this household.” 

Grandson, 28. 465 65. then lit the fire and the company 
joined in singing the hymn, ‘“‘Fling Out the Banner.” 

At the conclusion of the hymn the little grandsons carried 
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baskets of twigs among the guests, each of whom took one 
and added it to the fire on the hearth. 

The company then united in singing “Home, Sweet 
Home.” 

The grandfather spoke briefly. 

Dir ie ee then asked all to break bread in the new 
home before they left, and during the ensuing social hour 
refreshments were served, after which the guests gradually 
departed, leaving their benedictions and good wishes with the 
families of the newly dedicated home. 


DEDICATION OF A PARSONAGE

Reading—“Dedicating a Home.” 

A beautiful ceremony once took place in the city of Cin- 
cinnati at the laying of the corner stone of a new home. A 
few friends had been invited to join with the family in a 
simple ritual. In a receptacle in the corner-stone like those 
provided for churches and public buildings, was placed a tin 
box containing the names of the family and a record of this 
event. When the top-stone was placed in position, the mortar 
was put on, the stones tapped and proclaimed straight and 
right by the little four-year-old daughter, who ended the 
ceremony with this prayer: ‘‘May this building always be the 
home of peace, happiness and contentment, and blessed by the 
Lord. Amen.” 

The home, as well as the church, is a sacred place and 
Christian people’ may well pray this prayer for their homes. 


Remarks: 

When our far-away ancestor, primitive man, discovered 
that he needed shelter, he sought it in a cave. Here he sat 
triumphant over blasts of wind, showers of rain, or downfall 
of snow. 

But, when night came and he had gone to sleep, prowling 
beasts invaded his domain, ate up his supplies and perhaps 
injured him or his family. He needed protection. And he 
laboriously piled up stones across the entrance to the cave, 
making a wall. And from one wall the step was easy to the 
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idea of four walls, and with that thought, man was freed 
from the hillside and could set up his abode on the bank of 
a stream, or in a glade of the forest. If he needed only a 
screen from the too fierce rays of the desert sun, a few poles 
and a piece of camel’s hair cloth gave him a tent, and this 
light dwelling made him a nomad, driving his flocks whither 
grass and water were found. 

Or, if the wanderlust were not strong within him, the poles 
and some branches of trees made a wattled hut, which later 
he chinked with mud and thatched with grass, where he dwelt 
contentedly near some fruit or nut trees, or some scanty fields 
of grain which he had sown. Perhaps these four walls were 
made of piled-up stones, or of sun-dried clay bricks. And 
now man had a house. He wanted privacy and devised bolted 
doors. He built better and stronger walls for defense against 
marauders, and he had a fortress. He added buildings, dug 
wells, built battlemented towers, until he had a castle. 

In the meantime his desire for light and warmth and good 
cheer had produced fire-places and chimneys. His sense of 
beauty had provided oriel windows, and great halls and long 
corridors, and adorned them with carvings and costly hang- 
ings. Magnificence came to dwell in the castle. 

But stone floors are cold; latticed windows are draughty; 


- long corridors are dark; so carpets and rugs and curtains are 


brought in; furnaces and lamps are invented. Last of all 


_ man sought comfort and convenience. These help to turn a 


house into a home. 

But a house is not a home. It takes people to make a 
home, father, mother, sister and brother. ‘The foundation 
of society and the church, of civilization and religion, is the 
home. Our dearest name for God is the one Jesus brought 
to us, ‘Our Father.’”’ The home was the original ‘“‘school of 
religion.” Long centuries ago, Jehovah said of Abraham, 
“For I have known him to the end that he may command his 
children and his household after him, that they may keep 
the way of Jehovah, to do righteousness and justice.” 

To-day the world is watching all Christian homes to see 
if they embody such an ideal. And above all, the eyes of 
the world are upon the typical home of the church, the par- 
sonage. What is the truth about the life there? Sometimes 
we hear gibes at the minister’s son. Is he profligate above 
other lads? What are the facts and figures? A recent 
writer says, ‘‘When I search the annals of villainy for arch- 
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scoundrels who were born in parsonages, how many do [ dis- 
cover? One—Aaron Burr.” 

On the other hand, John and Charles Wesley, Jonathan 
Edwards, Henry Ward Beecher, Lyman Abbott, were sons 
of clergymen. 

Looking around in the world, we find that Emerson, 
Lowell, Holmes, Agassiz, Morse (of telegraph fame), Ten- 
nyson, Goldsmith and scores of lesser light, were sons of the 
manse. David Dudley Field was the son of a clergyman. 
He was a clergyman himself and had four sons. One was 
a famous lawyer, one was associate justice of the Supreme 
Court, one a preacher, editor and author, and to the fourth, 
Cyrus, we are indebted for the Atlantic cable. 

One name in twelve in “‘Who’s Who” is that of a min- 
ister’s son. In an English ‘‘National Biography” were 1,270 
sons of ministers, 510 sons of lawyers, 350 sons of doctors. 
He who establishes a parsonage takes considerable respon- 
sibility upon himself. Religion in the home “has a practical, 
working value for this world.”

SERVICE OF MORTGAGE-BURNING 


For a number of years Grace Presbyterian Church, Roch- 
ester, N. Y., had borne the burden of a considerable mort- 
gage. It was decided to make a drive to clear off the encum- 
brance. A committee of five was appointed to undertake the 
work. This committee was divided into a Colonel and four 
Captains. Each Captain was to choose four other members 
from the congregation, thus forming four squads or ‘“‘teams”’ 
of five members each. These were to vie with one another 
in reaching the “goal.” The congregation was divided in 
such a way as to give no team an advantage. All pledges 
were to be paid within three months. Such church organi- 
zations as subscribed were to do it in such a way as to not 
interfere with private pledges of its members. 

The amount needed was largely over-subscribed and the 
mortgage was paid. There was much rejoicing. A greatly 
increased spirit of codperation and fraternal fellowship was 
developed. 


THE ACT OF BURNING 


At an early date the mortgage was burned. This was car- 
ried out at the regular morning church service. During the

previous week a letter from the Pastor was sent to all the 
congregation and constituency, giving information of the oc- 
casion and urging participation. Members of the Sunday 
School and other organizations were especially invited. The 
church was filled to capacity. 

Since all, even to the little children, had taken part in 
paying off the mortgage, it was thought highly desirable that 
in some way each should have a part in its burning. Wishing 
to make this as realistic as possible an arrangement was 
made, seemingly unique and quite original, by which all could 
help hold the canceled mortgage as it was being burnt. Ar- 
rangements being made the day before, a stout cord was run 
down each aisle of the church. To this cross-strings were 
fastened, extending the length of the pews. For convenience 
these cross-strings were wrapped in balls or on little tufts of © 
paper and tied up against the main cords in the aisles in such 
a way as to not be in the way as members of the gathering 
congregation were being seated. The cord was extended also 
around the back end of the auditorium and up through the © 
choir at the front. Across the pulpit platform was extended 
the cord upon which the canceled mortgage was to hang. 
This cord was attached to the main one running through the 
aisles and around the room. In the middle, immediately — 
over the pulpit, a wire had been inserted, so that when the 
mortgage was being consumed the circle could not be broken 
by the burning of the cord. 

As the moment came for the exercises all the Elders lined — 
up in one aisle, and the Trustees in another. At a given 
signal they unwound the cross lines and put them into the 
hands of the people in the pews, so that every individual in 
the house could have hold of a cord. Those who were to — 
apply the matches came to the platform. The organ played 
softly. The Pastor lighted a match. The Senior Elder, the 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, a representative of the 
other organizations of the church, and an official of the local 
Presbytery all lighted their matches from the one in the hand 
of the Pastor. Then all together they held the matches 
under the paper to be burned, as it hung suspended on the 
wire, a large pan being beneath to provide safety from any 
dropping ashes. At the proper moment the organ sounded 
and the people standing sang with much emotion, ‘‘Praise 
God From Whom All Blessings Flow.” As the last embers 
of the burned document turned black the people bowed rev- 
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erently and joined with the Pastor in a prayer of thanks- 
giving. 

Prayer: 

O God, thou who art the Great Head of the Church, and 
in whom we live and move and have our being, we praise and 
adore thee for thy gracious care over us as a church and 
people through all the past years. Thou hast been our help 
and our salvation. While thou hast not made our burdens 
light, thou hast done for us even better. Thou hast given 
us strength to bear them. And now that by thy grace this 
particular load has been lifted, we bless thee that thou hast 
so taught and trained us in order that we may joyfully bear 
even heavier loads in the future—if that be thy purpose, to 
thy glory and to the church’s good. 

Bless the labors of these, thy servants, wrought for the 
forwarding of the interests of this church. Bless to the com- 
fort and inspiration and an increasing sense of worship all 
who enter this house of devotion. Bless those who conceived 
and wrought the work and all who offered willingly of their 
means to accomplish it. Grant that as they have given gladly 
for thy house on earth they may attain at length unto that 
house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. Through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

Grant, we pray thee, that those who give themselves to 
the study of earthly law may constantly acknowledge the 
supremacy of thy divine justice, so that in all causes they may 
seek truth and not victory, and that their own lives may be 
purified by the law of thy Holy Spirit, and the remembrance 
of that strict account which they must one day give of every 
thought, word and deed before thy judgment seat. 

And O thou who art the fountain of wisdom and justice, 
whose bosom is the seat of that law that speaks harmony to 
the world; make all, we beseech thee, whose business is the 
study of the law, to labor, that throughout the Common- 
wealth its voice may be heard so that the very least may feel 
its care, and the greatest be not exempt from its power. We 
implore thy blessing upon all in legislative, judicial and exec- 
utive authority, that they may have grace, wisdom and under- 
standing, so to discharge their duties as most effectually to 
promote thy glory, the interests of true religion and virtue, and 
the peace and good order and welfare of this state and nation. 
Have mercy on this our land, in which our fathers have lived 
and died, and into the keeping of which their bodies have been 
committed. Vouchsafe to cleanse it more and more from all 
that is displeasing to thee, and grant that it may never cease 
to be one of the tranquil abodes of thy Church, and fruitful 
to thee in devoted saints. Endue all who shall make or ad- 
minister its laws with wise hearts and a true regard for it, 
that so it may be honored among the nations and permitted 
to do great things for thee, the Supreme Ruler of all; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

Part IV: CEREMONIES FOR SPECIAL 
OCCASIONS 


WEDDING CEREMONY (1) 


According to the use of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America, and as employed by min- 
isters in Presbyterian, Baptist, Congregational and many 
other denominations. 


At the day and time appointed for Solemnization of Matri- 
mony, the persons to be married shall come into the body of 
the church, or shall be ready in some proper house, with their 
friends and neighbors; and there, standing together, the man 
on the right hand, and the woman on the left, the minister 
shall say: 


Dearly beloved, we are gathered together here in the sight 
of God and in the face of this company, to join together 
this Man and this Woman in holy Matrimony; which is com- 
mended of Saint Paul to be honorable among all men: and 
therefore is not by any to be entered into unadvisedly or 
lightly; but reverently, discreetly, advisedly, soberly, and 
in the fear of God. Into this holy estate these two per- 
sons present come now to be joined. If any man can show 
just cause why they may not lawfully be joined together, let 
him now speak, or else hereafter for ever hold his peace. 


And also speaking unto the Persons who are to be mar- 
ried, he shall say: 


I require and charge you both, as ye will answer at the 
dreadful day of judgment when the secrets of all hearts shall 
be disclosed, that if either of you know any impediment, why 
ye may not be lawfully joined together in Matrimony, ye do 
now confess it. For be ye well assured, that if any persons 
are joined together otherwise than as God’s Word doth al- 


low, their marriage is not lawful. 
215 
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The Minister, if he shall have reason to doubt of the law- 
fulness of the proposed Marriage, may demand sufficient 
surety for his indemnification; but if no impediment shall be 
alleged, or suspected, the Minister shall say to the Man: 


M. Wilt thou have this Woman to thy wedded wife, to 
live together after God’s ordinance in the holy estate of 
Matrimony? Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honor, and 
keep her in sickness and in health; and, forsaking all others, 
keep thee only unto her, so long as ye both shall live? 


The Man shall answer: 
I will. 
Then shall the Minister say unto the Woman: 


N. Wilt thou have this Man to thy wedded husband, to 
live together after God’s ordinance in the holy estate of 
Matrimony? Wilt thou serve him, love, honor, and keep 
him in sickness and in health; and, forsaking all others, keep 
thee only unto him, so long as ye both shall live? 


The Woman shall answer: 

I will. 

Then shall the Minister say: 

Who giveth this Woman to be married to this Man? 


Then shall they give their troth to each other in this man- 
ner: The Minister, receiving the Woman at her father’s or 
friend’s hands shall cause the Man with his right hand to 
take the Woman by her right hand, and to say after him 
as followeth: 


I, M., take thee, N., to my wedded wife, to have and to 
hold from this day forward, for better, for worse, for richer, 
for poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and to cherish, 
till death us do part, according to God’s holy ordinance; and 
thereto I plight thee my troth. 


Then shall they loose their hands; and the Woman, with 
. her right hand taking the Man by his right hand, shall like- 
wise say after the Minister: 
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I, N., take thee, M., to my wedded husband, to have and 
to hold from this day forward, for better, for worse, for 
richer, for poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and to 
cherish, till death us do part, according to God’s holy ordi- 
nance; and hereto I give thee my troth. 


Then shall they again loose their hands; and the Man 
shall give unto the Woman a Ring. And the Minister, taking 
the Ring, shall deliver it unto the Man, to put it upon the 
fourth finger of the Woman’s left hand. And taught by the 
Minister, shall say: 


With this Ring I thee wed, and with all my worldly goods 
I thee endow: In the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Then the Man, leaving the Ring upon the fourth finger of 
the Woman’s left hand, the Minister shall say: 


Let us pray. 

Our Father, who art in heaven, Hallowed be thy Name. 
Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done on earth, As it is in 
heaven. Give us this day our daily bread. And forgive us 
our trespasses, As we forgive those who trespass against us. 
And lead us not into temptation; But deliver us from evil. 
Amen. 

O Eternal God, Creator and Preserver of all mankind, 
Giver of all spiritual grace, the Author of everlasting life; 
Send thy blessing upon these thy servants, this man and this 
woman, whom we bless in thy Name; that, as Isaac and 
Rebecca lived faithfully together, so these persons may surely 
perform and keep the vow and covenant betwixt them made 
(whereof this Ring given and received is a token and pledge), 
and may ever remain in perfect love and peace together, and 
live according to thy laws; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 


Then shall the Minister join their right hands together, 
and say: 


Those whom God hath joined together let no man put 
asunder. 


Then shall the Minister speak unto the company: 
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Forasmuch as M. and N. have consented together in holy 
wedlock, and have witnessed the same before God and this 
company, and thereto have given and pledged their troth, 
each to the other, and have declared the same by giving and 
receiving a Ring, and by joining hands; I pronounce that they 
are Man and Wife, In the Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


And the Minister shall add this blessing: 


God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghost, bless, 
preserve, and keep you; the Lord mercifully with his favor 
look upon you, and fill you with all spiritual benediction and 
grace; that ye may so live together in this life, that in the 
world to come ye may have life everlasting. Amen. 


MARRIAGE CEREMONY (2) 
Addressing the Assembled Company: 


Dearly beloved, we are gathered together here in sight of 
God, and in the face of this company, to join together this 
man and this woman in holy matrimony; which is commended 
of Saint Paul to be honorable among all men: and therefore 
is not by any to be entered into unadvisedly or lightly; but 
reverently, discreetly, advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of 
God. Into this holy estate these two persons present come 
now to be joined. If any man can show just cause why they 
may not lawfully be joined together, let him now speak, or 
else hereafter forever hold his peace. 


‘Addressing the Persons who are to be married: 


In token of your careful consideration of the obligations 
of marriage, and of your free, deliberate, and lawful choice 
of each other as partners for life, you will now please join 
your right hands. 


Addressing the Man: 


Do you, M. ...., take this woman whose hand you now 
clasp to be your wedded wife, and do you promise in the 
presence of God and these witnesses (this company) to be 
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to her a faithful and loving husband, in sickness and in health, 
in prosperity and in adversity, and through every change and 
condition of life until death shall you part? 


Here shall the Man answer: 

I do. 

Addressing the Woman: 

And do you, N. ...., take this man whose hand you now 
clasp to be your wedded husband, and do you promise in 
the presence of God and these witnesses (this company) to 
be to him a faithful and loving wife, in sickness and in health, 
in prosperity and in adversity, and through every change and 
condition of life until death shall you part? 

Here shall the Woman answer: 

I do. 

Addressing the Man: 


What pledge do you give that you will keep this covenant 
and perform these vows? 


The Bridegroom here offers the ring, and the Minister, 
without taking it from him, guides his hand to place the ring 
on the fourth finger of the Bride’s left hand. While the 
ring is being placed the Minister says: 


Do you give this ring as a pledge that you will keep this 
covenant and perform these vows? 


Here shall the Man answer: 
I do. 
Addressing the Woman: 


And do you receive this ring as a pledge that you will keep 
this covenant and perform these vows? 


Here shall the Woman answer: 
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Addressing both the Man and the Woman: 


Then, in accordance with your solemn promises made to 
each other in the presence of God and of these witnesses 
(this company), and, having signified and sealed the same by 
the giving and the receiving of a ring, now, therefore, by 
my authority as a Minister of the Lord Jesus Christ, I do 
pronounce you husband and wife; one in the eye of the law; 
one in all your temporal interests and destinies; one in all the 
events and changes of life, and in the name of the Father 
and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. ‘Whom, 
therefore, God hath joined together let no man put asunder. 


Prayer: 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, thou who art the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift, thou by whom marriage 
was ordained, bless, we pray thee, these, thy servants, enter- 
ing into this sacred and happy relation. And thou, O blessed 
Holy Spirit, who art the guide of thy people in the choices of 
life, bless them evermore with thy presence and the sense of 
thine abounding love. And to thee, O Christ, our Saviour, 
who wert present at the marriage in Cana of Galilee, sancti- 
fying by thy presence and approval, to thee do we commend 
them, and pray for thy richest benediction upon them. Attend 
them, O thou Triune God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, 
all along the pathway of life, and fill them with the riches of 
thy grace. May their lives and health and strength be very 
precious in thy sight. May they have just as much of the good 
things of this life as they can bear and still keep humble and 
lowly of heart in thy sight and in the sight of men. Unite their 
hearts and lives in all the grace and true affection of a happy 
marriage. May they be able to increase each other’s joys, 
lighten each other’s burdens, and help each other in the great 
endeavor to live useful and blessed lives. And may they not 
only be knit together in love to each other, but also in love 
to thee, so that neither in this life nor the life to come shall 
they ever know separation. Bless with them also the dear 
friends whom they love, and all who love them, and hear their 
mutual good wishes, interpreting them as prayers to thee for 
thy blessing upon them. Attend them all along the pathway 
of life; guide their steps in the ways of righteousness, for thy 
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name’s sake; and when thou hast finished thy good purposes 
with them, and with us all in this life, bring us together into 
the heavenly and delightful Kingdom at thy right hand on 
high; all of which we ask in the name of Christ, our Re- 
deemer. ‘Amen, 


Benediction: 


During this Benediction the Husband and Wife may remain 
standing, with bowed heads, or they may kneel. 


The Lord bless you and keep you. The Lord make his 
face to shine upon you, and be gracious unto you. The Lord 
lift up his countenance upon you and give you peace. Amen.

Salutations: 

I am the resurrection and the life, saith the Lord: he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: and 
whosoever liveth and believeth in me, shall never die-——John 
Pier.

I know that my Redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand 
at the latter day upon the earth. And though after my skin 
worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see God: 
whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and 
not another.—Job 19: 25-27. 

We brought nothing into this world, and it is certain we 
can carry nothing out. The Lord gave, and the Lord hath 
taken away; blessed be the Name of the Lord.—1 Tim. 6:7; 
fob 121. 


Scripture Reading: 

Out of the depths have I cried unto thee, O Lord. Turn 
thee unto me, and have mercy upon me; for I am desolate 
and afflicted. ‘The troubles of my heart are enlarged: Oh, 
bring thou me out of my distresses. Look upon mine afilic- 
tion and my pain, and forgive all my sins. 

O God, my soul is cast down within me: all thy waves and 

thy billows are gone over me. 
Hear, O Lord, when I cry with my voice; have mercy also 
upon me, and answer me. When thou saidst, Seek ye my 
face; my heart said unto thee, Thy face, Lord, will I seek. 
Hide not thy face far from me; put not thy servant away in 
anger; thou hast been my help; leave me not, neither for- 
sake me, O God of my salvation. When my father and my 
mother forsake me, then the Lord will take me up: for he 
hath said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee. For a 
small moment have I forsaken thee; but with great mercies 
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will I gather thee. In a little wrath I hid my face from thee 
for a moment; but with everlasting kindness will I have 
mercy on thee, saith the Lord thy Redeemer. 

For thy Maker is thy husband; the Lord of hosts is his 
name; and thy Redeemer the Holy One of Israel: the moun- 
tains shall depart, and the hills be removed; but my kindness 
shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my 
peace be removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy on thee. 

The Lord is good to all, and his tender mercies are over 
all his works. He will fulfill the desire of them that fear him; 
he also will hear their cry, and will save them. For he said, 
Surely they are my people. In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his presence saved them: in his 
love and in his pity he redeemed them; and he bare them, and 
carried them all the days of old. 

The Lord will command his loving-kindness in the day-time, 
and in the night his song shall be with me, and my prayer unto 
the God of my life. He healeth the broken in heart, and 
bindeth up their wounds. I was brought low, and he helped 
me. 
Oh, taste and see that the Lord is good; blessed is the man 
that trusteth in him. 

Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and why art thou 
disquieted within me? Hope thou in God: for I shall yet 
praise him, who is the health of my countenance and my 
God. 

The righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth 
them out of all their troubles. The Lord is nigh unto them 
that are of a broken heart, and saveth such as be of a con- 
trite spirit. Many are the afflictions of the righteous: but 
the Lord delivereth him out of them all. 


I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the Scriptures; and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day according to the Scriptures. 

Now if Christ rose from the dead, how say some among 
you that there is no resurrection of the dead? But if there 
be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen; and 
if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. Then they also which are fallen asleep in Christ are 
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perished. But now is Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the first-fruits of them that slept: Christ the first-fruits; 
afterward they that are Christ’s at his coming. 

For if Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 

Now this I say brethren: that flesh and blood cannot in- 
herit the kingdom of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption. Behold, I show you a mystery: We shall not 
all sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we 
shall be changed. For this corruptible must put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal must put on immortality. So when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in 
victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is 
thy victory? 

The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the 
law. But thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved 
brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor 
is not in vain in the Lord. 


And I heard a voice from heaven, saying unto me, Write, 
Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: 
yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labors; 
and their works do follow them. 

After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no 
man could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; and cried 
with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, What are 
these which are arrayed in white robes? and whence came 
they? And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said 
to me, 

These are they which came out of great tribulation, and 
have washed their robes and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne of God, 
and serve him day and night in his temple: and he that sit- 
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teth on the throne shall dwell among them. They shall hun- 
ger no more, neither thirst any more; neither shall the sun 
light on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb, which is in the 
midst of the throne, shall feed them, and shall lead them unto 
living fountains of water: and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes. And there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are passed away. aa 

And I heard a great voice out of heaven, saying, Behold 
the tabernacle of God is with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God. And they shall see his face; 
and his name shall be in their foreheads. And there shall be 
no night there; and they need no candle, neither light of the 
sun; for the Lord God giveth them light: and they shall reign 
for ever and ever. 


Unto him that loved us, and washed us from our sins in his 
own blood, and hath made us kings and priests unto God and 
his Father; to him be glory and dominion for ever and ever.

Salutations: 

I am the resurrection and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: And whosoever 
liveth and believeth in me shall never die-—John 11:25, 26. 

But I would not have you be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which have no hope. For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him.—1 Thess. 4: 13,14. 

Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place 
for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, there 
ye may be also.—John 14: 1-3. 

And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, neither sorrow nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain: for the former things 
are passed away.—Rey. 21: 4. 


Scripture Reading: 

Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father, and 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. Blessed be God, even the

Now this I say brethren; that flesh and blood cannot in- 
herit the kingdom of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption. Behold, I show you a mystery: We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twin- 
kling of an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on immortality. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory? ‘The sting’ of 
death is sin; and the strength of sin is the law.

After the same manner our Saviour also took the cup; and 
having given thanks, as hath been done in his name, he gave 
it to his disciples, saying (while the Minister is repeating 
these words let him give the cup) : This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood, which is shed for many for the remission of 
sins: drink ye all of it. 


(If deemed desirable, the Minister, during the distribution 
of the cup, may slowly read such Scripture verses as will be 
found following this Order.) 


Thanksgiving Prayer: 

(Then the Minister shall offer a solemn prayer of thanks- 
giving, of consecration, of intercession for absent communi- 
cants, for baptized children and for the church universal.) 


O Almighty merciful God and Father, with our whole 
hearts we thank thee that thou hast of thy boundless mercy 
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given us thine only begotten Son to be our Mediator, and the 
sacrifice for our sins, and our meat and drink unto life eternal. 
We bless thee that thou givest us lively faith, whereby we are 
made partakers of such, thy benefits: and hast been pleased 
that thy beloved Son Jesus Christ should ordain his holy 
Supper for the confirmation of the same.

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INTRODUCTORY SENTENCES AT COMMUNION 
SERVICE 


1. What shall I render unto the Lord for all his benefits 
toward me? I will take the cup of salvation, and call upon 
the name of the Lord. I will offer to thee the sacrifice of 
thanksgiving. I will pay my vows unto the Lord now in the 
presence of all his people. 

2. I will wash mine hands in innocency: so will I compass 
thine altar, O Lord; that I may publish with the voice of 
thanksgiving, and tell of all thy wondrous works. 

Lord, I have loved the habitation of thy house, and the 
place where thine honor dwelleth. 

Oh, taste and see that the Lord is good: blessed is the man 
that trusteth in him. 

3. Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? and who 
shall stand in his holy place? He that hath clean hands, and a 
pure heart; who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, nor 
sworn deceitfully. He shall receive the blessing from the 
Lord, and righteousness from the God of his salvation. 

4. If thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hath ought against thee; leave there 
thy gift before the altar, and go thy way; first be recon- 
ciled to thy brother, and then come and offer thy gift. 

5. Jesus said, I am the Bread of Life: he that cometh to 
me shall never hunger; and he that believeth on me shall 
never thirst. 

Him that cometh unto me I will in no wise cast out. 

6. Christ our Passover is sacrificed for us; therefore let 
us keep the feast, not with old leaven, neither with the leaven 
of malice and wickedness; but with the unleavened bread of © 
sincerity and truth. 


MORNING 


1. Let Israel hope in the Lord: for with the Lord there 
is mercy, and with him is plenteous redemption. 

My voice shalt thou hear in the morning, O Lord; in the 
morning will I direct my prayer unto thee, and will look up. 

2. ‘Thus saith the Lord unto the house of Israel, Seek ye 
me, and ye shall live. 

Then shall we know, if we follow on to know the Lord: 
His going forth is prepared as the morning; and he shall 
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come unto us as the rain, as the latter and former rain unto 
the earth.

Let the words of our mouth, and the meditation of our 
heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O Lord, our strength and 
our Redeemer.

1. Except the Lord build the house, they labor in vain that 
build it: except the Lord keep the city, the watchman waketh 
but in vain. 

I will say of the Lord, He is my refuge, and my fortress:

2. Lord, I cry unto thee: make haste unto me; give ear 
unto my voice, when I cry unto thee. 

Let my prayer be set forth before thee as incense, and the 
lifting up of my hands as the evening sacrifice.

SERVICE FOR INFANT BAPTISM 


Minister: Our help is in the name of the Lord, who made 
heaven and earth. 

Dearly beloved, attend to the words of the institution of 
the holy sacrament of baptism, as delivered by our Lord and 
Saviour to his disciples after his resurrection and before his 
ascension to the right hand of God: 

‘All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go ye, 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 

Consider also what is written in the Gospels: 

“And they brought young children that he should put his 
hands on them and pray. And his disciples rebuked those 
that brought them. But when Jesus saw it, he was much dis- 
pleased, and said, Suffer the little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not for of such is the kingdom of God. 
Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the king- 
dom of God as a little child, he shall not enter therein. And 
he took them up in his arms, put his hands upon them, and 
blessed them.” 

We read also that on the day of Pentecost, when St. Peter 
called upon the people, saying, “Repent and be baptized, 
every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, for the remis- 
sion of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” 
he assured them that the promise pertained not only to them, 
but also to their children. 


It is plainly the duty of those who dedicate children to 
God in this holy sacrament to make confession of their faith. 

Do you receive the doctrine of the Christian faith, whereof 
we make confession, saying: 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, maker of heaven 
and earth: And in Jesus Christ his only Son our Lord, who 
was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the virgin Mary, 
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suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried: 
he descended into hell; the third day he rose again from the 
dead; he ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand 
of God the Father Almighty; from thence he shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost; 
the holy catholic Church; the communion of saints; the for- 
giveness of sins; the resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting? 

Answer: We do. 

Do you hereby dedicate this child to be baptized in this 
faith? And do you solemnly promise that he (she) shall be 
brought up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, and in 
the doctrines and duties of our holy religion? 

Answer: We do. 


Minister: The Lord preserve you and the child, and give 
you grace faithfully to perform these promises. 


Let us pray: 

Almighty and ever-living God, whose dearly beloved Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, gave commandment to his apostles 
that they should make disciples of all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; we humbly beseech thee to bless thine own ordinance 
now to be administered and to ratify in heaven what by thine 
appointment we do upon earth. 

O blessed Saviour, who wast carried as a child into the 
temple by thy most holy mother, and was taken up in the 
arms of Simeon the Just, grant thy blessing, we beseech thee, 
to this child here presented before thee, the Lord of all. 
- Amen. 


(Parents or others presenting the child). 


Minister: Name this child. 

Answer: N. or N.N. 

The minister pronouncing the name aloud says: 

N. or N. N., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Let us pray: 
We yield thee hearty thanks, most merciful Father, that it 
has pleased thee to receive this child into thy holy Church, 
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to be a partaker of the inestimable benefits purchased by the 
blood of thy dear Son; and we beseech thee to grant that 
being ingrafted into Christ the true vine, he (she) may ever- 
more abide in him and receive out of his fullness. Grant 
that he (she) may grow in wisdom and in stature, and in 
favor with God and man. Suffer him (her) not to fall away 
from thee, but may he (she) in due time heartily renew his 
(her) baptismal vows; may he (she) witness a good con- 
fession, and, persevering to the end, obtain a full and final 
victory, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Benediction: 

The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of God, 
and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with you all. 
Amen. 


BRIEF BAPTISMAL SERVICE 
(FOR INFANTS) 


(Sometimes a very brief service of baptism is desirable, at 
a home, or even in the Church. The following may be used, 
or adapted to the need.) 


Dearly beloved, as you have often been taught in this 
Christian Church, baptism is an ordinance of God instituted 
by Christ and signifying the washing away of our sins and 
our renewing by the Holy Ghost. God speaking to Abraham, 
the father of all that believe, said: “I will establish my 
covenant between me and thee, in their generations, for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God to thee and thy seed after 
thee.” To this same the apostle Peter testified when he 
said, ‘‘For the promise is to you and to your children.” Since, 
then, baptism has come in the place of circumcision, infants 
are to be baptized as heirs with us of the kingdom and 
covenant of God. 

You, therefore, the parents of this child, accept anew the 
covenant of grace as offered to you and as embracing him 
(or her; and so throughout, as the case may be). 

You do consecrate your child to the Lord, and in reliance 
upon Divine grace promise to give (him) the instruction and 
discipline enjoined by Christ for the lambs of his flock. Is 
this your engagement? 
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(The parent now handing the name of the child in writing 
to the minister, the latter shall say:) 

I baptize thee A. B. in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Let us pray: 

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, we bless thee that 
thou hast given to these parents this dear child. Ratify in 
thy kingdom above what ministering in thy name we have 
done in thy kingdom below. Receive this child as thine own. 
May (his) life and health and strength be very precious in 
thy sight. May he grow up in the love of thee and of all 
that is good and true. Bless these parents and help them 
to live aright before him, setting a good example and teach- 
ing him thy way in all things. Bless all the baptized children 
of the church. Give them quick ears to hear the beauty of 
thy truth. Give them hearts that shrink from sin. May they 
early come to know and love and serve thee. At last may 
we all be brought as unbroken families into thy kingdom 
above. We ask in the name of Christ, our Redeemer. 
Amen. 


Benediction: 

May the blessing of the God of the covenant, the God of 
‘Abraham, of Isaac and of Jacob, the God of your fathers, 
whom we adore as Father, Son and Holy Ghost, be with you 
and your seed for ever. Amen. 


FORM FOR BAPTISM OF ADULTS (1) 


Inasmuch as our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ has given 
authority and commandment to his disciples to teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost; and hath declared that he that 
believeth and is baptized shall be saved, for with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness and with the mouth con- 
fession is made unto salvation: this person, having witnessed 
a credible profession, now comes forward to obey this com- 
mandment. 


Addressing the person the Minister shall say: 
Do you believe in God the Father Almighty, Maker of 
heaven and earth? 
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Answer: I do. 

Do you believe in Jesus Christ his only Son, our Lord, who 
was conceived of the Holy Ghost, born of the virgin Mary, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead and buried; 
who on the third day rose again from the dead; who ascended 
into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty; from thence he shall come to judge the quick and 
the dead? 

Answer: I do. 

Do you believe in the Holy Ghost, the holy catholic Church, 
the communion of saints, the forgiveness of sins, the resur- 
rection of the body, and the life everlasting? 

Answer: I do. 

Is it your desire to be baptized into this faith? 

Answer: It is. 

Having confessed your sin, and having embraced Christ as 
your Saviour, do you submit to him as Teacher, and is it 
your purpose faithfully to obey and serve him as your Lord 
and Master as long as you live? 

Answer: It is. 

The candidate kneeling, the minister shall say: 

N, I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

(Or this form: By the authority of the Great Head of the 
Church, and upon profession of your faith in him, I baptize 
thee (using given name of candidate), in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.) 

(Or this form: In obedience to the Great Commission, and 
upon profession of your faith in the Lord Jesus Christ, I 
baptize thee, my brother (or sister), in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.) 

Prayer: 

Benediction. 


ORDER FOR BAPTISM OF ADULTS (2) 


Minister: Our help is in the name of the Lord, who made 
heaven and earth. 

He then asks the person to be baptized: 

Do you present yourself for holy baptism, desiring to be 
ingrafted into the body of Christ? 

Answer: I do. 

The minister then says: 
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Dearly beloved—attend to the words of the institution of 
this holy sacrament as delivered by our Lord and Saviour to 
his disciples after his resurrection and before his ascension 
to the right hand of God: 

“All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth. Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; 
teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” 

He then says to the person to be baptized: 

Forasmuch, then, as you are desirous of receiving this holy 
sacrament, it is necessary that you sincerely answer, before 
God and his Church, to the questions I have now to ask. 

Do you receive the doctrine of the Christian faith into 
which you are now to be baptized, whereof we make con- 
fession, saying— 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, maker of heaven 
and earth: and in Jesus Christ his only Son our Lord, who 
was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the virgin Mary, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried: 
he descended into hell; the third day he rose again from the 
dead; he ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand 
of God the Father Almighty; from thence he shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost; 
the holy catholic Church; the communion of saints; the for- 
giveness of sins; the resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting? 

Answer: I do. 

Do you with, heartfelt sorrow for your sins, renounce all 
evil and consecrate yourself to God as your Father, to Christ 
as your Saviour, and to the Holy Ghost as your sanctifier, 
promising in dependence on divine grace to keep his com- 
mandments all the days of your life? 

Answer: I do. 

Do you therefore desire to be baptized in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost; and do you 
promise to follow Christ, and keep his commandments all the 
days of your life? 

Answer: I do. 

Let us pray: 

Almighty and ever-living God, whose dearly beloved Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, gave commandment to his apostles 
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that they should make disciples of all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; we humbly beseech thee to bless thine own ordinance 
now to be administered, and to ratify in heaven what by thine 
appointment we do upon earth. Look mercifully upon this 
person, we beseech thee, that he (she), coming to thy holy 
baptism, may receive remission of sin, and be born again of 
water and of the Holy Ghost. May his (her) name be 
enrolled in the Lamb’s book of life, never to be blotted out; 
and grant that he (she), being planted into the likeness of 
the death and resurrection of Christ, may have the body of 
sin so destroyed in him (her) that he (she) may serve thee 
in newness of life. Through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Asking name: 

N. or N. N., I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

He then blesses the person baptized: 

The very God of peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray 
God your whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 

He then says: 

This person is now received by Christ’s appointment into 
his Church, to be a partaker of the Lord’s Supper, and of all 
the privileges of the new covenant, and is engaged to confess 
the faith of Christ crucified, and to continue Christ’s faithful 
soldier and servant unto his (her) life’s end. 

Let us pray: 

We yield thee hearty thanks, most merciful Father, that it 
has pleased thee to deliver this, thy servant, from the power 
of darkness, and to incorporate him (her) into thy holy 
Church, to be a partaker of the inestimable benefits purchased 
by the blood of thy dear Son; and we beseech thee to grant 
that now being ingrafted into Christ, the true vine, he (she) 
may evermore abide in him, and receive out of his fullness. 
Suffer him (her) never to lose the grace of baptism, or to 
fall away from thee, but may he (she) fight the good fight 
of the faith, and constantly persevere in his (her) holy pro- 
fession. Strengthen him (her), we beseech thee, through the 
Holy Spirit the Comforter, and daily increase in him (her) 
the manifold gifts of thy grace, the spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, the spirit of counsel and might, the spirit of 
knowledge and of the fear of the Lord. As he (she) has 
vowed to be thy servant, help him (her), Lord, to fulfill his 
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(her) vow, and to remain faithful to thee. ‘Our Father,” 
etc. 

The minister may add an exhortation: 

Dearly beloved, your eternal welfare depends upon the 
way in which you fulfill the engagements that you have now 
undertaken. I beseech you, therefore, to remember them 
throughout your whole life. Admitted to the privilege of 
full communion in the Church, walk worthy of your vocation. 
Fulfill your part as a good soldier of Jesus Christ, and 
strengthen your brethren, in whose ranks you now take your 
place. That you may be enabled to be faithful, seek always 
the help of God; wait upon all his ordinances; live by his 
Word; and join watchfulness to prayer. Thus devoting your- 
self to your God and Saviour, you will find his yoke to be 
easy, and his burden light.

ORDER FOR ADMISSION ON CONFESSION OF 
FAITH OF FORMERLY BAPTIZED MEMBERS 


(CONFIRMATION OF BAPTISMAL vows) 


Minister: 

Dearly beloved—we are now about to admit to the con- 
firmation of their baptismal vows and to the participation of 
the Lord’s Supper those who have been under special instruc- 
tion in the truths of the Gospel, and who are ready to confess 
publicly the faith into which they were baptized. 

Addressing the persons, the minister shall say: 

Dearly beloved—in the days of your infancy you were by 
holy baptism ingrafted into the Lord Jesus Christ and en- 
gaged to be his. God in his mercy has spared you to years 
of responsibility; and you have now, of your own choice, 
come forward to own and accept, before God and his Church, 
the covenant then made on your behalf; to profess your 
faith in the Lord Jesus; to consecrate yourselves to him, and 
thereby to bind yourselves anew to his service. 
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Do you receive the doctrine of the Christian faith into 
which you were baptized, whereof we make confession, 
saying: 

I believe in God the Father Almighty, maker of heaven 
and earth: and in Jesus Christ his only Son our Lord, who 
was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born of the virgin Mary, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried; 
he descended into hell; the third day he rose again from the 
dead; he ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right hand 
of God the Father Almighty; from thence he shall come to 
judge the quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost; 
the holy catholic Church; the communion of saints; the for- 
giveness of sins; the resurrection of the body; and the life 
everlasting? 

Answer: I do. 

Do you ratify and confirm the vow of your baptism, and 
consecrate yourselves to God as your Father, to Christ as — 
your Saviour, and to the Holy Ghost as your sanctifier, prom- 
ising in dependence upon divine aid to serve the Lord, and 
keep his commandments all the days of your life? 

Answer: I do. 

Do you promise to submit yourselves to all the ordinances 
of Christ, to use faithfully the means of grace, and to give 
of your substance as the Lord may prosper you? 

Answer: I do. 

In consequence of these declarations and promises, and 
being satisfied as to your baptism, your Christian knowledge 
and life, I do now, in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
admit you to the participation of the Lord’s Supper, and to 
all the privileges of the new covenant. 

The very God of peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray 
God your whole spirit, and soul, and body, be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Let us pray: 

Almighty God, who hast formed a Church in the world, 
and hast promised to perpetuate and protect it to the end 
of time, we thank thee for thy great mercy to these, thy serv- 
ants, and to thy Church, to which thou hast given the joy 
of receiving them into full communion. We thank thee that 
from infancy, by holy baptism, they have been incorporated 
into the body of Christ. We thank thee for their Christian 
education, for the exhortation of parents and teachers, and 
that thou hast spared them, and given them power this day 
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to own and accept for themselves the covenant of salvation 
made with them before in the sacrament of baptism. For- 
give, O Lord, all the sins which they have committed against 
thee; and graciously accept them now dedicating themselves 
to thee, their Lord and God. Strengthen them, we beseech 
thee, through the Holy Spirit the Comforter, and daily in- 
crease in them the manifold gifts of thy grace, the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of the Lord. As they 
have vowed to be thy servants, help them, Lord, to fulfill 
their vow, and to remain faithful to thee. May they bring 
forth abundantly the fruits of the Spirit, so that thy Church 
and people may be comforted and strengthened through them. 
Grant, O most merciful Father, that they may continue stead- 
fast unto the end, and that their portion may be with thy 
saints at the glorious appearing of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, to whom with thee, the Father, and the Holy 
Ghost, be glory for ever. Amen. 


The minister may add this exhortation: 

Dearly beloved—Your eternal welfare depends upon the 
way in which you fulfill the engagements that you have now 
undertaken. [I beseech you, therefore, to remember them 
throughout your whole life. Admitted to the privilege of 
full communion in the Church, walk worthy of your vocation. 
Fulfill your part as good soldiers of Christ, and strengthen 
your brethren, in whose ranks you now take your place. Re- 
member that you are the temples of the Holy Ghost, and the 
members of Christ, and that you are bound to glorify him in 
your bodies and spirits which he hath redeemed. Give your- 
selves to piety, temperance, charity, and all the Christian 
graces. Obey those who are over you in the Lord, and labor 
for the peace and prosperity of the Church. That you may 
be enabled to be faithful, seek always the help of God; wait 
upon all his ordinances; live by his Word; and join watchful- 
ness to prayer. Thus devoting yourselves to your God and 
Saviour you will find his yoke to be easy, and his burden light. 
God on his part will bless you. He will give you his peace 
which passeth all understanding. He will make all things to 
work together for your good, and you will finally receive the 
crown of life. 

Benediction: 


The blessing of God Almighty, the Father, the Son, and 
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the Holy Ghost be upon you, and remain with you for ever. 
Amen. 


PRAYER AT A CONFIRMATION 


Almighty and most merciful God! We give thee hearty 
thanks, that thou hast called us to the knowledge of thyself, 
in Jesus Christ our Lord; and hast vouchsafed to make us 
partakers of the great and precious promises of thy holy 
Word. We praise thee for the certain assurance that these 
promises are unto us, and to our children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as thy grace shall call. O Merciful 
God, we have believed the witness of thy Word. We have 
dedicated these children from their infancy to thee. We have 
sought for them admission to thy Church by Holy Baptism. 
We have taught them thy saving truth; and now that they 
have reached years of discretion, we come with them to 
witness their willing renewal of the sacred vows that bind 
them to thy Covenant.

PRAYER AT A CONFIRMATION 


O Lord our God, who hast chosen to thyself a Church on 
earth, and who hast promised to preserve it unto thy glory: 
Look down in thy goodness upon these baptized persons now 
before thee, who have been solemnly admitted to the full 
communion and fellowship of thy Church. Thou hadst al- 
ready called them, by the promises of thy Covenant, which 
are made unto us and unto our children; and granted them 
the seal of this privilege of Christian birth, in the ordinance 
of Baptism. But since the weakness of their infancy pre- 
vented the personal and voluntary dedication of themselves, 
they come now to confirm the vows of obedience that were 
taken for them, to consecrate themselves entirely to thy 
service, and to beseech thee that thou wilt graciously regard 
them as thy children. They have been taught, O God, to 
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know thee, their Father, Saviour, and Sanctifier. They are 
persuaded that there is salvation in none other, and they de- 
sire to have part in the benefits of the sacrifice of Christ and 
his efficacious intercession. Accept, O Lord, these purposes 
of their hearts, and receive them into the communion of thy 
Son. May they love thy truth, and ever seek to know it more 
thoroughly, and to profess it more consistently unto the end 
of their lives. May they withstand all evil, renounce the 
world, its vanities and delusions, and live as the heirs and 
citizens of heaven. May the Sacrament of which they shall 
partake be accompanied with a fresh outpouring of thy grace 
upon them. ‘Take possession of their hearts by thy Holy 
Spirit; and at last receive them with us into thy heavenly 
habitations, through our Great Redeemer and Advocate, 
Jesus Christ thy Son. Amen. 


ADMISSION OF A DEACONESS 


(In some churches deaconesses are admitted to office. The 
following is suggested as a ceremony suitable for use, or it 
can be adapted to suit the circumstances or occasion.) 

The deaconess standing before the minister, he may say to 
the woman in hearing of the people: 

Dearly beloved, it belongeth generally to the office of a 
Deaconess to assist in all such good works as shall be com- 
mitted unto them; especially visiting and tending the sick and 
needy, teaching the ignorant, and taking order for the seemly 
maintenance of God’s house and of the things pertaining 
thereto. Art thou ready, of thine own free will, to under- 
take this work, and to give thyself faithfully thereto? 

Woman: I am ready, God being my helper. 

Minister: Wilt thou be obedient to them who are over thee 
in the Lord, cheerfully and faithfully performing the service 
that shall be appointed to thee? 

Woman: I will, by the help of God. 

The woman shall then kneel before the minister, who shall 
pray as follows: 

Almighty and everlasting God, who hast hallowed women 
by the birth of thine only-begotten Son, our Lord, from a 
pure virgin, look now, O Lord, on this thine handmaid, call 
her to the work of thy ministry, send down on her the rich 
gifts of thy Holy Spirit; keep her steadfast in the faith, and 
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grant that she may always fulfill her office according to thy 
good pleasure, through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 


If there is any cross, badge or other insignia to be given, 
the minister may hand the same to the woman, saying: 

Receive and wear this (Cross, Badge, or ), a symbol 
of thy profession as a Deaconess. Be not ashamed to confess 
the faith of Christ crucified, and ever bear in thy heart the 
remembrance of His love who died on the cross for thee. 





The minister may then bless the Deaconess as follows: 

God the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghost, bless, 
preserve and sanctify thee, and so fill thee with all spiritual 
benediction and grace, with all faith, wisdom and humility, 
that thou mayest serve before him to the glory of his great 
Name, and to the benefit of his Church and people; make thee 
faithful unto death and give thee the crown of everlasting life. 
Amen. 


Prayer: 

Grant, O Lord, we beseech thee, to thine handmaiden whom 
we have called to the office of Deaconess, the grace of perse- 
verance in her ministry; bestow on her the gifts of wisdom 
and sound judgment, of simplicity and singleness of heart, 
with sympathy with those amongst whom she dwells and 
works, of ready obedience to all lawful rule and authority; 
of firmness when she herself is called to rule, and of courtesy 
and mildness towards all with whom she has to do. Be thou, 
O Lord, her guide in all doubt, her support in weariness, and 
her comfort in sorrow, that thou mayest be also unto her an 
exceeding great reward in the day of the revelation of thine 
only begotten Son. To whom, with thee and the Holy Ghost, 
be all praise now and for ever, world without end. Amen. 

Benediction.

O Lord God, our heavenly Father, we thank thee that it 
hath pleased thee, for the better edification of thy Church, 
to ordain in it, besides the ministers of the Word, rulers and 
assistants, by whom thy Church may be preserved in peace 
and prosperity, and the indigent assisted; and that thou hast 
at present granted us, in this place, men who are of good 
report, and we hope endowed with thy Spirit. We beseech 
thee, replenish them more and more with such gifts as are 
necessary for them in their ministration: with the gifts of 
wisdom, courage, discretion, and benevolence; to the end that 
every one may, in his respective office, acquit himself as is 
becoming: the Elders, in taking diligent heed unto the doc- 
trine and conversation, and in admonishing and reproving any 
disorderly persons. In like manner the Deacons, in carefully 
receiving, and liberally and prudently distributing the alms 
to the poor, and in comforting them with thy holy Word. 
Give grace both to the Elders and to the Deacons that they 
may persevere in their faithful labor and never become weary 
by reason of any pain or persecution of the world. Grant 
also thy divine grace to this people over whom they are 
placed, that they may willingly submit themselves to the good 
exhortations of the Elders, counting them worthy of honor 
for their work’s sake. Give also unto them liberal hearts

Almighty God, the Giver of all good gifts, who by thy 
Son Jesus Christ hast appointed diverse administrations for 
the edifying of his Body in truth, holiness, and charity, merci- 
fully look upon thy people whom thou hast redeemed, and, 
at this time, so guide and govern them that they may faith- 
fully and wisely make choice of fit persons to serve before 
thee in thy Church. And to those who shall be appointed to 
any holy function give thy grace and heavenly benediction 
that both by their life and doctrine they may show forth thy 
praise and further the salvation of all men, to the glory of 
thy great name and the benefit of thy holy Church, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.

SENDING OUT A MISSIONARY 


(This is not an ordination service, which is the part of the 
ecclesiastical body to which the person belongs. But some- 
times a church that is to support a missionary as their own 
would gladly have a form of service sending the person forth. 
The following is suitable, or can be adapted to the circum- 
stances. ) 

Minister: Dost thou, in the sight of God and of this con- 
gregation, accept this appointment to labor in ? 

Answer: I do. 

Minister: Dost thou promise steadfastness, faithfulness, 
charity, and zeal for souls therein? 

Answer: I do so promise, the Lord being my helper. 

Minister: God, who hath given thee a good will, grant 
thee all grace and power to fulfill the same, and to persevere 
unto the end. Amen. 

Scripture Lesson: Luke 10: 1-9. 

Prayer: 

Almighty God, who didst send thine only begotten Son 
into the world for the redemption of mankind, and that the 
Gospel of his kingdom might be made known unto men 
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through the preaching of his apostles, send, we pray thee, 
thy Holy Spirit upon this thy servant whom thou hast called 
to labor in thy vineyard. Anoint him to preach the Gospel 
to the poor, send him to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and recovery of sight to the blind, 
to set at liberty them that are bruised, and to preach the 
acceptable year of the Lord. And grant that he may follow 
after righteousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, and meek- 
ness. Through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, who shalt judge the quick and the 
dead at thine appearing and thy kingdom, grant that this thy 
servant N. may preach the Word, be instant in season 
and out of season, reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine, watch in all things, endure afflictions, 
do the work of an evangelist, and make full proof of his 
ministry, that he may obtain the crown of righteousness which 
thou the righteous Judge shalt give him in that day: who 
livest and abidest for ever. 

O God the Holy Ghost, who art the Giver of all good 
gifts, mercifully bestow upon this thy servant the spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and true godliness, and the spirit of 
thy holy fear, that in faith and love he may hold fast the 
form of sound words which has been committed unto him, 
and giving attendance to reading, to exhortation, and to doc- 
trine, may be an example to believers in word, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity, so that coming again 
with abundant fruit from the harvest of souls, he may be 
counted with them who, having turned many to righteousness, 
shine as the stars for ever and ever. Who with the Father, 
and the Son, livest and abidest for ever, world without end. 
Amen.

Minister: ‘Thou rulest the raging of the sea: thou stillest 
the waves thereof when they arise.” 

People: Glory be to the Father, and to the Son, and to the 
Holy Ghost, as it was in the beginning, is now, and ever shall 
be, world without end. Amen. 

Scripture Lesson: 

“And when he was entered into a ship, his disciples fol- 
lowed him. And, behold, there arose a great tempest in the 
sea, insomuch that the ship was covered with the waves: but 
he was asleep. And the disciples came to him, and awoke 
him, saying, Lord, save us: we perish. And he saith unto 
them, Why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith?

CEREMONY FOR THE ADOPTION OF A CHILD 


(Occasionally ministers are asked to conduct in a home or 
in the church a ceremony in connection with the adoption of 
achild. The following can be used, or will prove suggestive. ) 


Scripture: Exodus 2: 5-10. 

Minister: Dost thou desire to adopt this child for thine 
own? 

Answer: I do. 

Minister: Wilt thou be to him (her) a father (or mother) 
in spirit and in deed? 

Answer: I will. j 

Minister: Wilt thou deal with him (or her) as thine own 
offspring, and never forsake him (or her) nor cast him (or 
her) off? 

Answer: I will. 

Minister: Wilt thou bring him (or her) up in the knowl- 
edge, fear and love of the Lord? 

Answer: I will, God being my helper. 

Minister: God, who hath put it into thy heart to do these 
things, give thee grace to fulfill it unto the end. 

The minister then addressing the child, if it is old enough, 
adds: 

Minister: Wilt thou go with this man (or woman) to be 
his (or her) child? 
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Answer: I will. 

Minister: Wilt thou be obedient and loving unto him (or 
her) ? 

Answer: I will, God being my helper. 

Minister: God, the Son of God, who was obedient to His 
foster-father, Joseph, give thee grace so to do. 

If the child is an infant the minister takes it into his arms 
and places its right hand in the adopter’s hand, saying: 

Our Lord Jesus Christ hath said: Whoso shall receive 
one such little child in my name, receiveth me. The angel 
which redeemed me from all evil, bless the child, and let 
thy name be named upon him. 

Prayer: 

O Lord God, Creator of the world, wno in the first Adam 
didst institute fleshly kinship, and hast made us thy kindred 
through grace, in thy beloved Son, Jesus Christ our Lord, 
look on these thy servants, who humbly beseech thy blessing, 
and as they have bound themselves to one another as father 
(mother) and son (daughter), united in thee, so grant that 
by perseverance in holiness they may obtain those good 
things which they desire, and be fitted for adoption in thee, 
to the honor and praise of thy holy Name, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Benediction: 

The Almighty God, who hast predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children, by Jesus Christ unto himself, make you 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ, that ye may be 
glorified together. Amen.
